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Applicant's representative argues that the call state monitor [of Applicant's claim] is 
vastly different from control node 200 and states that control node 200 is an active device with 
its own directory number, and is not for the detection of call state, but for the routing of 
incoming calls and transmission of control data. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated 
from previous Office Action, Valantine clearly discloses that the control node determines that the 
smart telephone (interpreted as a device) is already in speech connection (interpreted as call 
state) at column 8, lines 7-8. 

Applicant's representative further states that Examiner confuses a list of telephony 
services with a list of telephony documentation with respect to MacMahan et al. In response, the 
Examiner notes that telephony documentation is not defined in the claim to distinguish with the 
telephony services in MacMahan et al. 

In conclusion, with the broadest interpretation, Valentine and MacMahan et al. meet the 
limitations as claimed. Therefore, the Examiner maintains the rejections. 
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
